The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowance of 
claims 8 and 14: The prior art does not disclose an electronic circuit configuration for 
connecting at least one active rotary speed sensor of a vehicle via an assigned signal 
conditioning circuit to a control unit for further signal processing of a rotary speed signal 
wherein the active rotary speed sensor is designed for a low operating voltage than an 
electrical system voltage of the vehicle. This feature in combination with the rest of the 
claim limitations is not anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
